Dinah Moiris preaches on 
Hayslope Green; Elizabeth Evans en 
Boston G.«n. i'he for..ler stayed in 
pnson with a woman named Hetty Sor- 
rel, who w«s imprisoned for the murder of 
her illegitimate child; the latter did a sim. 
liar act of benevolence to young girl ac- 
cused of a like crime. Mr, Guy Roslyn 
proves, beyond any doubt, that George 
Eliot -not only -deiuibed Derbyshire 
scenery in her novels, but also that in the 
f»« of Adam Bede she took all her main 
incidents from a village history which was 
known and printed some time back, to 
support the assertions that the work of 
George Eliot was intimately associated with 
Derbyshire. I myself know the, district 
well, and have investigated many of the 
documents In the rase, and am m a posi- 
tion to indorse the cotrectness of the fol- 
lowing true story on which Adam Bede is 
founded; William Evans of EH^ton was 
a joiner and builder. He had a large bus! 
ness; his biother was a preacher and 
i "Methody," Particulars are given of 
the life of Samuel Evans in a brochure 
published in 1859. 'ifiis Is /-MM Seth 
Bede. "ihe Methody," His life and 1U- 
bpi.; chiefly written by himself. In itthe 
village referred to as Hayslope, in Adam 
Bede, is fully identified, and may be seen 
to-day, little altered by the hand of time. 
The "Method!?*" hare a hanrlcome chap- 
el there now, and the green, where Dinah 
breathed forth holy prayers in 1818, was 
inclosed, lue signboard of the "Donm- 
thorne Amis" still hangs out, and the 
red brick hall is stilt <« existence. It is de- 
»rrjh«| by Samvel £v™« a? a <lnw place, 
where people live on with little exertion 
and no care. Samuel Evans was born at 
Rostan. about sixteen miles from Derby 
and about four miles from Ashbourne, a 
spot pleasantly situated on the little nver 
'Jove. In 1857 there were 475 inhabitants 
—237 males and 238 females. Samuel 
"as born in 1777. His father was the 
village carpenter, "an honest, respectable 
man. as thingi went," but during the last 
years of life he used to pa«! most of his 
time in the village ale house, to the 
grief of his family. His wretched 
lade a great impression on Seth, T.he 
poor old man went out very late one night, 
and in1 making his way home he fell into 
a brook, where he was found dead the next 
morning, scarcely covered by water. In 
' the novel Seth loses his father the same 


way. Seth and Adam "weie coming 
acrosslh* valley now, and had entered

. tgiin the old chambers are seveial feet 
in height, and being snow-white, resemble 
sheeted ghosts. «In plares are what at a 
little distance appear to be white owls, and 
there are representations of goats with long 
bearde, all as white as though rarvedjn 
purest marble. Tie rank fungus growth 
has almost closed.some of the drifts, j he 
fungi are of almost every imaginable va- 
riety. Some kinds hang down from the 
timbers like, steal bunches of snow- 
wBlte hair, and others are great pulpy 
masses.
